Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Beport  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  during  the  year 
1936. 

DEATH  BATE. — The  death  rate  was  13.9  per  1,000,  being 
an  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

BIBTH  BATE. — The  birth  rate  was  14.9  per  1,000,  being 
a  decrease  under  that  of  the  previous  year. 

INFANTILE  MOBTALITY. — The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
66  per  1,000  live  births,  being  an  increase  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

SANITATION. — The  sanitation  of  the  District  is  excellent. 

MATE  UNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFABE— The  Attendance 
at  both  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  also-  at 
the  Infant  and  the  Ante  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  has  been  excellent. 

During  the  latter  portion  of  the  year,  Dental  services  have 
been  granted  to  expectant  mothers.  The  Throat,  nose  and  ear 
Clinic,  dealing  as  it  does  with  school  children  in  addition  to  infants, 
is  often  overtaxed  and  needs  extension. 

The  Artificial  Light  Clinic  at  its  sessions,  deals  with  a  full 
number  of  cases.  The  installation  of  this  Clinic  consists  of:  — 

(a)  Carbon  arc  lamp. 

(b)  Three  mercury  quartz  vapour  lamps,  one  of  which  was 
donated  to  the  Authority  during  the  year. 

(e)  Badiant  heat. 

(d)  Kromayer  lamp,  fitted  for  throat,  nose,  ear  and  vaginal 
treatment. 

BATHS. — There  exists  a  great  need  for  baths,  which  if  they 
were  of  sea-water,  would  be  most  invigorating  and  stimulating. 
Apart  from  their  cleansing  effect,  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  are 
extensively  beneficial.  The  latter,  involving  the  usage  of  almost 
all  the  muscles  of  the  body,  tones  them  up,  assisting  muscular 
development,  and  by  the  effect  on  respiration,  the  development 
of  the  chest. 

Moreover,  if  of  the  Open  Air  type,  additional  benefit  is  gained 
from  the  action  of  the  Ultra  Violet  rays  from  sunlight,  which 
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contrary  to  popular  belief  are  more  active  on  a  dull  day. 

As  an  appenage,  covered  shelters  with  partitioned  chambers 
and  Vita  Glass  enable  Sun  Bathing  to  be  indulged  in.  They  also 
enable  the  art  of  swimming  to  be  acquired  and  that  in  safety, 
and  cause  the  abdominal  organs  to  be  more  healthy. 

Situated  as  this  district  is,  on  the  shores  of  the  Mersey,  such 
could  be  provided.  It  would  also  be  easy  to  provide  a  small 
adjacent  covered-in  bath  for  those  who  desired  to  use  it,  and  for 
winter  use  when  the  open  air  bath  was  closed.  Apart  from  the 
initial  cost,  such  would  add  little  to>  the  maintenance  charges. 

An  open  air  bath  would  be  educative  to  our  children,  assisting 
their  chest  and  bodily  development,  and  greatly  improve  their 
physique  and  health. 

Baths  are  not  regarded  as  income  providers,  rather  as  bad 
investments  in  that  respect,  but  if  their  effects  be  looked  at, 
especially  as  regards  the  child,  I  feel  sure  that  the  benefit  accruing 
in  health  results  is  a  financial  gain  ”  to  the  State  and 
Community. 

The  same  remarks  also  apply  to  the  adult  population,  whose 
need,  however,  is  not  so  great  as  that  of  the  children. 

SLIPPER  BATHS. — As  a  considerable  number  of  the  work¬ 
ing  class  houses  are  devoid  of  baths,  there  is  a  need  for  some 
central  establishment  containing  hot  and  cold  water  baths. 

WASH  HOUSES. — Facilities  for  washing  household  linen  in 
numbers  of  working  class  houses  is  inadequate  and  a  central  wash¬ 
house  would  be  the  remedy. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  EDUCATION.— In  addition  to  the 
methods  already  mentioned,  talks  on  hygiene  are  given  by  the 
teachers  in  the  schools,  and  hygiene  pamphlets  are  distributed  at 
the  school  clinics  and  school  medical  inspections. 

Posters  supplied  by  the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council  are 
exhibited  in  prominent  positions  in  the  district,  being  frequently 
changed. 

IMMUNISATION. — Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  has  been  continued.  One  can  confidently  assert 
that  the  dosages  employed  give  an  extremely  high  degree  of 
immunity.  Careful  investigation  shows  that  with  the  high  dosage 
utilized  in  Scarlet  Fever  Immunisation,  that  an  immunitv  as  in 
Diphtheria  is  produced  of  well  over  99%.  Whether  there  is  any 
correlation  or  not,  both  my  staff  and  myself  have  noted  that  the 
Measles  attack  rate  has  markedly  fallen  amongst  school  children 
and  infants  with  the  attainment  of  such  large  numbers  of  those 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES.— The  Urban  District  of  Waterloo- 
with-Seaforth  is  situated  on  the  estuary  of  the  Mersey  to  the 
north  of  Bootle,  and  having  on  its  eastern  boundary  agricultural 
land  for  its  entire  length. 

On  the  northern  and  north-eastern  sides  it  is  bounded  by 
the  Urban  District  of  Great  Crosby,  and  to  the  south-east  by 
the  Rimrose  Brook.  This  brook  for  a  portion  of  its  length  in 
Seaforth  is  oul verted  where  it  passes  under  Sea, forth  Road  and 
certain  property  in  Sandy  Road.  A  scheme  of  drainage  for  the 
Rimrose  Brook  Watershed  has  recently  been  agreed  to  by  the 
authorities  concerned,  which  comprise  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  arid  the  Councils  of  the  Districts  through  which  the  brook 
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flows.  The  scheme  provides  for  cul  verting  and  diverting  the  line 
of  the  existing  brook  and  its  removal  as  an  open  brook  from  this 
district  entirelv. 

OPEN  SPACES. — -The  district  is  well  provided  with  open 
spaces,  which  are  situated  to  serve  all  parts.  Bowersdale  Park  at 
the  south  end  contains  2f  acres,  Seaforth  Recreation  Ground  and 
Crosby  Road  Recreation  Ground  near  the  centre  contain  14f 
acres,  whilst  Victoria  Park  at  the  north  end  is  19^  acres  in  extent. 
Last  year  Brook  Vale  Recreation  Ground,  containing  9|  acres, 
was  opened,  having  been  converted  from  a  completed  Refuse 
Disposal  Tip. 


The  Marine  Gardens  on  the  sea  front  between  Great  George’s 
Road  and  South  Road  is  in  area  about  3|  acres,  and  Adelaide 
Garden,  between  Blucher  Street  and  Wellington  Street,  is  2  acres 
in  extent.  They  are  very  tastefully  laid  out  and  are  provided 
with  a  large  number  of  seats.  Crescent  Green  of  4|  acres,  also  on 
the  sea  front,  and  situated  between  the  previous  gardens,  is  in 
process  of  conversion  into  a  Marine  Garden.  Beach  Lawn,  the 
remaining  Green  on  the  sea  front,  has  been  acquired  by  the 
Council,  and  it  is  expected  that  work  will  be  commenced  on  this 
Green  in  the  coming  year. 

BIRTH  RATE. — There  were  463  births  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  240  were  males  and  223  females,  which 
gives  a  birth  rate  of  14.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  estimated 
by  the-  Registrar-General,  which  was  '30,980.  Last  year  the  births 
numbered  538,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000'  per  annum. 
The  birth  rate  of  England  and  W7ales  is  14.8  per  1,000  total 
population. 

DEATH  RATE. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  residents  of 

the  district  during  the  year  numbered  431,  showing  a  death  rate 
of  13.9  per  1,000  per  annum.  In  1935  there  were  401  deaths, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  12.9  per  1,000:  per  annum.  The  death  rate 
for  England  and  Whiles  is  12.1  per  1,000  per  annum.  Of  the 
deaths  which  occurred  in  the  district,  it  is  noteworthy  that  185 
were  transferables. 

Heart  Disease,  Respiratory  Diseases,  Cancer  and  Malignant 
Disease,  and  Congental  Debility,  were  the  predominant  causes 
of  death. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE.— There  were  31  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  a  death  rate  of  66  per  1,000 
live  births.  Last  year  there  were  33  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  61  per  1,000  live  births.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

WATER. — The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Waterworks.  There  is  a  constant  supply 
of  excellent  quality.  129  yards  of  4  inch  cast  iron  water  mains 
have  been  laid. 

STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES.— These  have  been 
cleansed  during  the  year  by  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  lands. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.— The  sewers  and  drains  are 
in  good  condition,  and  the  flushing  was  continued  to  a  limited 
extent.  The  smoke  test  is  applied  to  the  drains  of  both  old 
and  new  property. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.— The  number  of  closets  in 
the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  12,391.  All  of  these  are 
fresh  water  closets,  with  the  exception  of  nine  pail  closets  in  an 
outlying  part  of  the  district. 

SCAVENGING. — Scavenging  is  very  well  done  by  the 
Council’s  Staff;  each  man  is  responsible  for  a  small  district. 

The  Pagefield  System  of  refuse  collection  continues  to  give 
satisfaction,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA.— A  classified 
statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited,  defects  and 
nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  taken,  etc.,  will  be  found 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — A  number  of  observations  were 
taken  throughout  the  year.  The  time  limit  allowed  for  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  is  4  minutes  per  hour. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  OR  REGULATIONS.— 
HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. — These  houses,  which  are 
registered  under  the  Council's,  Regulations,  are  visited  frequently, 
140  visits  having  been  paid  during  the  year.  There  are  13  houses 
on  the  Register.  There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
district. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. — Regular  supervision  is  kept  over 
the  24  shops  carrying  on  the  fish-frying  business,  and  I  had  no 
complaints  regarding  smells  from  cooking  or  from  storage  of  the 
materials.  The  Council’s  bye-laws  are  strictly  enforced. 


Schools. 

The  Schools  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  A  more  detailed 
statement  will  be  found  in  my  Report  as  School  Medical  Officer. 

Housing. 

New  houses  of  the  smaller  type  have  been  built  in  Seaforth 
Vale  and  Thomson  Road,  and  the  Elm  House  Estate  is  still  being 
developed.  The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  building  of  houses  in 
Sandy  Road,  to  rehouse  the  depossessed  tenants  from  the  houses 
in  the  Clearance  Areas.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

MILK  SUPPLY  AND  OTHER  FOODS.— The  cowsheds 
and  milkshops  within  the  district  have  been  regularly  visited  and 
the  premises  found  to  be  in  a  good  condition ;  several  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made.  Attention  has  also  been  directed  to  the 
storage  and  cooling  of  milk  and  to  the  sterilization  of:  bottles. 

Forty-seven  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from  persons 
selling  milk  within  the  district,  and  sent  to  Professor  Wright  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  tubercle  bacillus  was  found  in 
two  samples,  obtained  from  dairy  farmers  in  the  County  area. 
These  were  dealt  with  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Ten  samples  from  dairymen  supplying  milk  to  the  elementary 
schools  were  submitted  for  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


ADULTERATIONS,  &c. — Samples  were  taken  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  and 
the  Condensed  and  Dried  Milk  Regulations  by  the  County  Police, 
and  the  following  particulars  of  the  work  done  during  the  year

During  the  year,  four  samples  of  milk  were  found  on  analysis 
to  be  slightly  adulterated.  In  all  cases,  further  samples  were 
obtained  and  found  to  be  genuine. 

A  sample  taken  of  beef  sausage  was  found  on  analysis  to 
contain  90  parts  of  sulphur  dioxide  to  one  million  parts  and  the 
necessary  printed  notice  respecting  “Preservatives,”  was  not 
displayed  in  the  shop.  A  caution  was  administered  in  this  case. 

A  sample  taken  of  Apricot  Jam  was  found  on  analysis  to  be 
deficient  2%  in  soluble  solids.  A  further  sample  taken  from  the 
same  vender  was,  found  to  be  genuine. 


Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infections  Diseases. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFIED.— 608  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified  and  182.  of  these  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  The  number  of  cases  notified  last  year  was 
288.  The  increase  is  duet  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles. 


32,000  units  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  were  issued  to  necessitous 
cases. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  AND 
SCARLET  FEVER. — The  numbers  immunised  during  the  year 
are  satisfactory.  At  all  my  Clinics  the  advantage  of  immunisation 
is  pointed  out  a,s  well  as  at  every  School  Medical  Inspection,  and 
explanatory  leaflets  couched  in  simple  language  are  distributed. 
Posters  are  exhibited  once  yearly  in  prominent  positions.  Consent¬ 
ing  parties  are  immunised  each  week  and  are  not  kept  waiting. 
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Two  biscuits  are  given  to  each  child  who  attends.  Children 
look  forward  to  coming  the  next  week.  I  find  that  mothers 
voluntarily  give  in  their  children’s  names  when  aged  4  to  6  weeks 
to  be  immunised  when  8  or  10  months  old.  No  other  procedure 
is  adopted  save  than  once  yearly  placing  posters  concerning 
immunisation  on  private  posting  boards,  the  Clinic  building,  and 
appropriate  positions  throughout  the  district  is  adopted.

The  total  dosage  of  Scarlet  Fever  Prophylactic  given  in 
immunisation  amounts  to  115,000  skin  doses.  Haphazard  testing- 
shows  a  rapid  immunity  is  developed.  No  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
has  arisen  amongst  those  immunised  with  this  dosage.  I  am 
convinced  that  for  Scarlet  Fever  such  a  high  dosage  is  the  necessity 
and  small  dosage  is  to  be  deplored.  A  very  small  number  of  reactions 
are  met  with  after  the  first  and  second  doses,  but  not  usually  there¬ 
after.  The  number,  however,  is  negligible.  Reaction  consisting 
of  nausea,,  sometimes  vomiting  and  a  temperature  rarely  last 
beyond  the  third  day,  ceasing  on  the  fourth.  A  purge  or  a  slop 
dietary  are  the  only  treatment  necessary,  with  lightly  rubbing  in 
Castor  Oil  over  the  injection  site  if  it  should  be  painful. 

I  have  seen  no  reason  to  use  any  other  form  of  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic  than  T.A.F.  as  it  gives,  in  the  dosages  which  I 
employ,  such  a  satisfactory  result. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  which  have  occurred 
amongst  the  immunised  have  been  investigated  by  Dr.  Hodgson, 
Medical  Superintendent  of  Liverpool  City  Hospital,  Fazakerley, 
and  taking  in  all  immunised  cases  and  at  the  commencement  of 
immunisation  in  the  district,  the  dosages  of  both  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  very  low  :  — 

Diphtheria  attack  rate  per  100  immunised  =  0.32% 

Scarlet  Fever  attack  rate  per  100'  immunised  =  0.55% 
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I  have  not  met  a  case  of  Anaphylaxis  since  we  commenced 
immunisation. 

The  reactor  is  the  one  most  likely  to  contract  the  disease  and 
get  a  severe  attack.  Reactors  should  be  asked  to  attend  for  a 
further  dose  of  Prophylactic  beyond  that  usually  given. 

Of  the  infants  attending  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  children  from  Elementary  Schools,  80%  invariably 
accept  immunisation. 

Dr.  Herd,  who  is  the  Consultant  Gynaecologist  at  the  Pre- 
Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic,  invariably  Dick  tests  expectant 
mothers,  and,  if  positive,  they  are  immunised.  He  adopts  this 
procedure  inasmuch  as  the  Haemolytic  Streptococcus  is  the  cause 
of  Puerperal  Never,  and  though  immunisation  may  not  produce  a 
high  degree  of  immunity,  the  fact  is  fairly  established  that  an 
immunised  person  who  contracts  Puerperal  Fever  has  a  mild  and 
n  on-fatal  attack.  It  has  greatly  added  in  inducing  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised. 

In  the  past,  I  have  found  frequently  that  both  the  Haemolytic 
Streptococcus  or  the  Diphtheria  B.  are  present  in  Otorrhcea,  where 
no  attack  of  either  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  has  been  traceable, 
but  which  must  have  occurred.  Some  urge  that  with  immunisa¬ 
tion,  you  increase  carriers.  The  remedy  is  obvio-us — “  Let  all  be 
Immunised.  ” 

Reference  to  the  cost  of  hospital  maintenance  shews  its 
beneficial  effects.  There  has  also  been  a  marked  diminution  of 
sore  throats  ”  in  the  schools. 

Furthermore,  since  the  last  Census  in  view  of  new  property 
erected  and  as  corroborated  by  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
children  on  the  School  Register  the  population  must  be  1,500  to 
2,000  over  the  number  then  existant. 

Very  large  numbers  of  the  children  have  been  already 
immunised  prior  to  their  residence  here  in  Liverpool,  as  also  have 
considerable  numbers  by  private  practitioners.  At  a  very  low 
estimate  these  numbers  would  certainly  be  of  age  up  to  fourteen 
years  an  aggregate  of  500.

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TUBERCULOSIS. — Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1980,  95  cases  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from 
this  disease.  There  were  88  deaths  during  the  year,  and  out  of 
these  there  were  two  non-notified  cases. 

The  following  brief  report  of  Sanatorium  benefit,  etc.,  under 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  to  residents  in  Waterloo- with- 
Seaforth  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Laird:  — 


The  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  the  Dispensary  during  the 
year  amounted  to  95,  54  from  Waterloo,  and  41  from  Seaforth, 
the  re-attendances  totalled  392,  246  Seaforth  patients,  and  176 
Waterloo  patients. 


Bacteriological  examination  of  148  specimens  of  sputum  were 
carried  out,  40  of  these  yielding  a  positive  result.  Radiological 
work  included  258  screen  examinations  and  137  skiagrams. 


Apart  from  those  in  institutions  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
38  patients  were  admitted  for  institutional  treatment. 


The  Health  Visitor,  in  whose  district  your  area  is  included, 
made  496  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes,  and  in  addition  to  the 
patients  seen  at  the  Dispensary — as  detailed  above — others  were 
seen  at  their  homes  by  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  by 
his  assistants  when  they  were  unable  to  attend  the;  Dispensary. 


Artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  was  given  to  9  individual 
patients,  the  refills  for  those  cases  totalling  104.  This  form  of 
treatment  is  carried  out  under  X-ray  control.

Artificial  Light  treatment  is  given  to  suitable  cases  at  the 
St.  Helen’s  Dispensary. 


Nursing  requisites  were  issued  on  loan  to  8  patients,  the 
number  of  articles  so  loaned  being  14.  In  addititon,  paper 
handkerchiefs,  pocket  flasks  and  sputum  cups  were  distributed  for1 
the  hygienic  disposal  of  sputum. 


Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  between  the  local 
Health  Department  and  the  Dispensary  organisation  in  all  matters 
relating  to  tuberculous  patients,  the  local  practitioners  continue  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  dispensary  staff.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907.— Under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  430  births  were  notified  during 
1936.  Of  the  births  notified,  413  were  visited.  These  included 
new  births  transferred  by  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  out  of  the 
district. 
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1,992  re-visits  were  made  to  infants  under  one  year,  and  3,923 
visits  to  infants  from  one  to  five  years  of  age,  and  whenever 
considered  necessary  the  patients  were  advised  to  obtain  medical 
aid.  1,118  special  visits  were  made  to  the  children.  In  connection 
with  ante-natal  work  there  were  135  visits  and  332  re-visits. 
Enquiries  were  made  regarding  13  still-births. 

INFANT  CONSULTATION  AND  MATERNITY  CLINIC.— 
This  Clinic  was  inaugurated  in  February,  1917  and  there  have 
been  this  year: — • 

315  infant  consultations  and  332  re-consultations. 

150  ante-natal  consultations  and  723  re-consultations. 

41  post-natal  consultations  and  22  re-consultations. 

I  referred  63  children  to  the  Waterloo'  and  District  General 
Hospital  for  treatment  for  Phimosis  during  the  year. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. — The  average  attendance 
at  the  Waterloo  and  Seaforth  Centres  for  the  past  twelve  months 
has  been  74  and  86  respectively.  The  centres  for  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  districts  are  held  on  separate  afternoons  weekly  in  the 
New  Clinic.  The  attendance  of  mothers  ha,s  increased,  and.  they 
are  of  the  type  one  desires,  many  of  them  being  young  mothers. 
Appropriate  lectures  are  delivered  upon  ante -natal,  post-natal, 
infant  care  and  complaints.  Instruction  is  given  as  to  the  value  of 
fresh  air,  sunlight,  proper  dietary,  regular  hours  of  feeding  and 
sleep,  cleanliness,  appropriate  clothing  and  the  preparation, 
selection  and  cooking  of  cheap  nutritious  foods.  Babies  are 
stripped  and  weighed  weekly.  The  weights  are  charted  and  kept 
for  reference  in  the  Clinic,  and  a  card  record  of  the  weight  is  given 
to  the  mother. 

The  ladies  of  the  Waterloo-with- Seaforth  Health  Society 
have  done  most  excellent  work  as  regards  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare.  During  the  year  the  Society  has  given  assistance 
to  463  families,  including  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 
4,779  gallons  of  milk  have  been  supplied.  Each  case 
has  been  personally  and  regularly  visited  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  entered  into  by  ladies  of  the  Committee.  Cow  and  Gate, 
Trufood,  Ambrosia,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt,  Virol  and  Maltoline 
are  supplied  at  cost  price.  67  gallons  of  milk  have  been  given 
out  of  the  Society’s  own  funds  to  children  who  did  not  come 
under  the  Milk  Scheme.  Umbilical  belts  were  supplied  to  two 
babies.  The  maternity  bags  and  blankets  have  been  lent  out  as 
required.  Fireguards  are  provided  at  a  low  cost,  as  also  sterile 
outfits  for  confinement. 

The  Centres  are  greatly  appreciated  and  are  accomplishing 
valuable  work. 
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Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  patients  who  attended  this  Clinic  during 
1986  amounted  to>  230,  and  this  number  was  made  up  as  follows  : 

Ante-Natal — 150  new  cases;  723  re-attendances. 

Post-Natal — 41  new  cases;  22  re- attendances. 

Midwives  sent  93  cases  for  advice  or  treatment  and 
10  cases  were  referred  by  doctors. 

Where  necessary  patients  were  referred  to  Hospital — Waterloo 
General  Hospital,  the  Liverpool  Maternity  Hospital  or  the  Royal 
Infirmary — for  special  advice,  treatment  or  investigation  (including 
radiological  examination)  some  of  the  reasons  for  sending  these 
patients  being: — glycosuria,  abnormal  presentation,  contracted 
pelvis,  chest  complications,  albuminuria  and  suspected  malforma¬ 
tion  of  the  child.  58  patients  were  transferred  to  Walton  Infirmary 
for  confinement. 

Routine  advice  and  treatment  were  given  in  the  Clinic  and 
re -attendances  of  patients  were  more  regular  and  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  ante-natal  advice  and  examination 
the  following  were  dealt  with :  — 

Artificial  Light  treatment. 

Dental  treatment. 

Provision  of  extra  nourishment. 

Blood  tests. 

Insertion  of  pessaries. 

The  Dick  test  for  immunity  against  Scarlet  Fever  and  similar 
infections  was  carried  out  as  a  routine,  and  all  patients  with  a 
positive  reaction  were  given  a  course  of  immunisation.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  past  year. 

The  work  of  the  Department  continues  to  grow  each  year. 
Reports  in  connection  with  the  Overcrowding  Survey  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Council  on  each  due  date,  and  after  approval,  were 
sent  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 

A  preliminary  enumeration  on  Form  A.  of  4,479  houses, 
showed  there  was  definite  overcrowding  in  178  houses,  and 
possible  overcrowding  in  359,  and  211  houses  were  unoccupied. 

A  second  survey  on  Form  B. ,  when  the  houses  were  measured, 
gave  229  overcrowded.  The  percentage  of  overcrowding  being 
2.86%. 

In  July,  the  Minister  of  Health  was  supplied  with  a  summary 
of  the  Council’s  proposals  to  abate  overcrowding,  which  included 
the  provision  of  100  new  houses. 

The  Act  comes  into  force  on  Januarv  1st,  1937,  and  new  over- 
crowding,  with  certain  exceptions,  is  an  offence  under  the  Act. 

Under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  80  houses 
were  inspected. 

There  has  been  a  demand  for  the  services  of  the  Department 
in  connection  with  verminous  premises,  disinfestation  being  carried 
out  in  74  instances. 

There  was  a  limited  amount  of  flushing  of  drains  at  small 
houses,  and  of  sewers  in  special  positions. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

During  the  year,  2,185  inspections  were  made  of  properties 
in  the  district. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  208  times  to  house  drains 
and  many  defects  were  discovered  which  would  not  have  been 
found  out  by  superficial  examination.  47  were  re-tests,  and  drain 
defects  were  found  in  18  instances. 
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Notices,  etc.,  Served. 

1,147  preliminary  notices  with  respect  to  various  nuisances 
found  in  the  course  of  inspection  were  served  upon  the  owners  or 
occupiers,  most  of  which  received  prompt  attention.  In  336 
instances  nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and 
statutory  notices  ordered  to  be  served. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  222  statutory  notices.  In  seven 
instances  the  Council  did  the  work  in  default  and  charged  the 
owners  with  the  cost.  The  various  premises  were,  visited  during 
the  progress  of  the  work  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  the  notices 
were  complied  with,  the  number  of  such  re-inspections  being  3,259. 
On  several  occasions  during  the  year  I  had  to  report  default  of 
compliance  to  abate  nuisances  to  the  Solicitor,  and  by  his  action 
Police  Court  proceedings  were  avoided. 


Housing. 

Eighty  houses  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations.  The  houses  dealt 
with  were  of  the  following  types  :  —

The  inspections  revealed  the  existence  of  a  good  general 
standard  of  fitness.  The  chief  defects  discovered  were:  — 
Defective  pointing  to  house  walls,  defective  yard  walls,  defective 
yard  tiling,  defective  closet  structures,  and  defective  house  .roofs. 

In  addition,  to  the  inspection  of  the  premises,  the  smoke  test 
was  applied  to  the  drains  of  all  the  houses,  resulting  in  the 
discovery  of  64  drainage  defects.  A  complete  list  of  all  defects 
found  is  appended. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  in 
connection  with  11  houses,  the  work  at  the  remaining  69  houses 
being  carried  out  on  informal  notice. 

A  large  number  of  re-inspections  and  visits  to  work  in  progress 
were  made,  and  numerous  visits  were  also  paid  to  properties  with 
owners  and  contractors.

MILK  SUPPLY. — 47  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to 
Professor  Wright  for  examination.  Of  these,  25  were  from  local 
vendors,  20  from  outside  sources,  and  two  were  Grade  A.  milks. 
Two  samples  from  outside  dairy  farmers  were  certified  to  be  tuber¬ 
culous.  These  matters  were  promptly  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Authorities,  and  subsequent  samples  were  reported  negative. 


Inspection  of  Food. 

MEAT  SHOPS. 

Regular  supervision  of  Butchers’  Shops  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year,  256  visits  having  been  paid.  Three  new  shops 
were  opened,  and  one  shop  was  given  up,  the  total  number  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  45.  An  excellent  standard 
of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  at  these  premises,  and  it  has 
been  found  that  the  shop  managers  readily  adopt  any  suggestion 
offered  regarding  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  condititon  of 
the  shops. 
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A  notable  change  in  recent  years  lias  been  the  gradual  [replace¬ 
ment  of  the  oid  fashioned  open  shop  front  by  the  modern  closed 
front.  There  are  now  only  5  shops  with  open  fronts  remaining, 
and  these  are  kept  closed  during  windy  and  dusty  weather. 


Another  noticeable  feature  is  the  general  improvement  of  the 
shop  premises  throughout  the  district — impervious  floors,  tiled 
walls,  ample  ventilation,  and  modern  methods  of  refrigeration 
being  a  common  feature  in  all  new  shops,  and  in  this  respect  many 
of  the  small  butchers  are  now  following  the  example  set  by  the 
multiple  shops,  with  the  , result  that  a  very  high  standard  is 
steadily  being  attained. 

During  the  course  of  visits,  a  few  minor  infringements  of  the 
Meat  Regulations  were  discovered  and  the  persons  responsible 
were  warned.  The  following  sanitary  improvements  were  also

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regula 
tions,  1924,  18  notifications  of  slaughter  were  received,  94  pigs, 
2  cows,  and  4  calves  were  examined.  The  following  carcases  and 
parts  were  found  to  be  diseased  and  unfit  for  food,  and  were 
destroyed:  —

Petroleum  Spirit  and  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

During  the  year  29  licences  were  issued  to  store  petroleum 
spirit  and  one  to  store  carbide  of  calcium. 
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Control  of  Infectious  Disease. 

236  first  visits  and  212  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  houses 
where  infectious  disease  occurred.  Enquiries  were  made  into 
each  case.  300  intimations  were  sent  to  Head  Teachers  regarding 
school  children  from  houses  where  there  was  infectious  disease, 
arid  in  every  case  milk  dealers  were  notified. 

764  rooms  at  dwelling-houses  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
paper  being  scraped  from  off  the  walls  wherever  necessary. 

Disinfecting  fluid  has  been  given  to  the  ratepayers  when 
infectious  disease  occurred  in  their  homes. 

The  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  312  times.  7,321  articles 
of  bedding,  etc.,  being  disinfected,  and  190  articles  were  destroyed 
at  the  request  of  the  owners.  369  library  books  were  disinfected. 

Public  Elementary  Schools. 

The  annual,  application  of  the  smoke  test  to  the  drains  of  the 
public  elementary  schools  was  carried  out,  and  an  examination 
was  made  of  all  sanitary  fittings,  &c.  All  defects  discovered  were 
reported  to  the  Education  Department  and  were  duly  remedied. 
During  the  summer  holidays,  the  drains  of  all  the  schools  were 
flushed  bv  the  Council’s  staff. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

The  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops  have  been  regularly 
visited,  and  I  have  found  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
One  application  to  be  registered  as  a  cowkeeper  and  purveyor  of 
milk  has  been  received,  and  was  granted  after  an  inspection  of  the 
premises. 

One  licence  to  retail  “Certified”  milk  and  three  supplementary 
licences  to  retail  “Grade  A”  milk  were  issued. 

During  the  year  163  visits  have  been  made  to  cowsheds  and 
milkshops  in  the  district.  In  addition  there  is  a  large  number  of 
purveyors  who  retail  bottled  milk  only,  and  others  resident  out¬ 
side  the  district. 

Extensive  improvements  were  made  at  one  shippon  in  order 
to  obtain  a  licence  to  produce  accredited  milk.  A  washing  machine 
and  sterilizer  were  provided  also  a  refrigerator,  cooling  machine 
and  a  milking  machine,  and  a  number  of  structural  alterations 
were  carried  out.  Three  dairies  were  repainted,  one  dairy  ceiling 
repaired,  and  five  nuisances  were  remedied. 
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Shops  Acts,  1912 — 1934. 

Visits  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  shops  in  the 
district,  and  a  large  number  have  been  registered  on  a  card  index 
system. 

Attention  was  directed  to  the  provision  of  notices  and 
abstracts  to  be  exhibited. 

Evening  visits  were  necessary  to  see  that  the  Closing  hours 
for  the  various  businesses  were  complied  with  and  that  the  young 
persons  under  18  years  of  age  were  not  employed  beyond  the 
52  hours  per  week.  Several  complaints  of  excessive  hours  were 
dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

The  provisions  of  Section  10  which  deals  with  (1)  Ventila¬ 
tion,  (2)  Temperature,  (3)  Sanitary  Conveniences,  (4)  Lighting, 
(5)  Washing  Facilities  and  (6)  Facilities  for  the  taking  of  meals, 
are  being  administered  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  trades 
or  businesses  carried  on,  and  the  number  and  the  sexes  of  the 
assistants  employed. 

In  five  instances,  washing  and  sanitary  accommodation  was 
provided,  separate  sanitary  conveniences  in  two  shops,  foul  closets 
were  cleansed  in  eight  shops,  and  in  two  cases  exemption 
certificates  were  issued.

The  factories,  workshops,  workplaces  and  laundries  in  the 
district  have  been  inspected,  52  visits  having  been  made. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  12l  workrooms,  required  limewashing 
or  cleansing,  and;  in  three  instances  the  floors  were  dirty. 

New  closet  and  washing  accommodation  was  provided  at  a 
factory  in  Seaforth,  and  nine  nuisances  were  discovered  at  work¬ 
shops,  which  included  the  cleansing  and  repair  of  sanitary 
conveniences.  Four  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories,  relative  to  occupation  and  to  insanitary  conditions 
at  workshop  premises. 
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Home  Work. 

The  usual  lists  of  outworkers  residing  in  the  district  have  been 
received,  the  homes  were  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
state. 


Bakehouses. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a 
s anit ary  condition . 

In  34  instances  the  cleansing  of  walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms 
had  not  been  done  and  ten  nuisances  were  found  at  bakehouse 
premises.  Separate  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  sexes  was 
provided  at  two  bakehouses.  The  ventilation  was  improved  in 
two.  instances,  and  ten  nuisances  were  abated  at  these  premises. 
Three  notices  of  occupation  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 


There  are  13  registered  houses  let-in  lodgings  in  the  district, 
and  to  these  140'  visits  were  paid.  A  fairly  good  standard  of  cleanli¬ 
ness  has  been  maintained  at  these  premises,  and  the  occupiers 
and  lodgers  have  endeavoured  as  far  as  possible  to  comply  with 
the  Bye-Laws.

134  visits  were  paid  to  fish  friers,  and  a  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  continues  to  be  maintained  at  these  premises.  One 
new  business  was  opened,  and  one  business  was  given  up,  the 
number  of  premises  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  24. 
Six  annual  licences  were  renewed  and  five  licences  for  transfer  of 
ownership  were  issued.

OTHEB  OFFENSIVE  TBADES  in  the  district  consist  of  one 
small  fat  melting  business,  and  one  newly  established  rag-and- 
bone  dealer,  for  which  a  licence  was  issued  during  the  year. 
Frequent  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  premises,  and  no 
nuisances  were  found  to  arise,  the  conduct  of  the  business  being 
satisfactory. 


House  Refuse. 

The  removal  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  own  staff.  One  Pagefield  Unit,  consisting  of  four  covered 
containers  and  one  Pagefield  chassis  with  a  Diesel  engine,  is 
employed,  together  with  the  new  covered  Morris,  motor  vehicle, 
which  was  supplied  this  year,  the  work  is  very  efficiently  done. 
The  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly,  but  in  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  resolution,  there  has  been  an  alteration  regarding  the 
removal  of  shop  refuse,  one  bin  only  being  removed  free  of  charge 
from  each  shop,  twice  a  week. 

The  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  on  low-lying 
land  at  Carrfield  Farm. 

The  total  emptyings  of  pits  and  bins  for  the  year1  was  441,063  : 

4,454  loads  of  ashbin  and  shop  refuse  (Pagefield  con¬ 
tainers).
